Few example, a fuU-time employee qwy teach some of* the time, 
work in the sclmol cafeteria, and perform idaiotenance work. 

There are two ways in which such an eaployi* couM be elauifi^ and 
reported m the items listed bdlow: 1) By prorating the essiployee's time to the 
different functions; or 2) 1^ leporting the empidyee under the function to 
which be devotes the major poitide of his time. 

The first method a known as pimacing or reporting a position on a fuU- 
tune equivaloice iMits.
